Weed 

Will the DEA succeed 
in seizing a $1.5 million 
building thanks to a 
$37 pot sale?

O n July 13 and 14, stoners across 
Southern California will flock to 
the Anaheim Convention Center 
for the Kush Expo, a $20-per-ticket pot- 
stravaganza of all things cannabis. Ven¬ 
dors will display their wares—everything 
from bongs and hookahs to hydroponic 
growing equipment and nutrients—and 
doctors will be on hand to write medical- 
marijuana recommendations for folks in 
the mood to smoke weed in the tented 
“medication area.” There will even be a 
“hot girl” contest for patients with pre¬ 
sumably sore eyes. 

But don’t let this event let you think 
Anaheim is pot-friendly. Despite allowing 
the Kush Expo to operate annually since 
2010, the city banned medical-marijuana 
dispensaries in 2007 and has extended the 
prohibition every year since. Last year, the 
city also called in the U.S. Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration (DEA) to help crack 
down on pot clubs. In August, the DEA 
sent threatening letters to dozens of land¬ 
lords and filed three asset-forfeiture law¬ 
suits, including one against the owner of a 
$1.5 million building on Ball Road. 

As it happens, the building owners 
are the kind of clients whom defense 
attorneys love to represent: law-abiding 
citizens. Specifically, they are married, 
in their late middle age and from Irvine. 
The wife is a dentist; the husband a com¬ 
puter engineer who holds a government 
security clearance, which is why the latter 
asked to remain anonymous. Although 
he feels he has done nothing wrong, he 
explains, even being accused of allowing 
his property to be used to break the law is 
embarrassing to him. 

According to the engineer, he and his 
wife purchased the Anaheim building, 
which has suites for up to 12 offices, in 
2003 and that her dental practice was 
located there. (She has since relocated 
her office to Lake Forest.) Over the years, 
they’ve rented to a variety of tenants, from 
insurance companies to an immigration 
service. In 2009, Deputy Attorney General 
David Ogden, presumably speaking on 
behalf of the newly inaugurated Barack 
Obama, issued the so-called Ogden memo, 
instructing federal prosecutors to not tar¬ 
get medical-marijuana patients. California 
saw an immediate explosion of cannabis 
dispensaries. Anaheim was no exception. 


and the engineer quickly found himself 
fielding offers from marijuana collectives. 

Because of the Ogden memo, because 
medical marijuana was legal under state 
law, and because his tenants held business 
permits from the city, he figured he wasn’t 
doing anything illegal. “I am a law-abiding 
citizen,” he says. “I didn’t think I was 
doing anything wrong.” 

In its effort to seize his building, how¬ 
ever, the DEA alleges otherwise, although 
it is clear from reading the agency’s 
complaint it conducted absolutely no 
investigation itself, but rather relied on 
information provided by the Anaheim 
Police Department, which had conducted 
an undercover operation targeting the 
building. The investigation began—where 
else? —on Weedmaps, on which, accord¬ 
ing to the complaint, a pot club call Rem¬ 
edy Tree was located at the building and 
began advertising in December 2010. 

“Happy New Year my fellow 
potheads!!!” Weedmaps reviewer 
Filiblunt420 wrote on the website on Jan. 

1, 2011. “Man, Remedy Tree gots it goin on 
[sic].... I picked up some Platinum Kush, 
some Blackberry and they hooked me up 
with some Plain Wreck!! I just toked on a 
gram of each and every hit was an adven¬ 
ture!! I am SO LIFTED right now... even 
as I am typing this review.” 

The landlord later evicted the club, 
but on June 11, 2011, he began renting to 
a club called ReLeaf Health & Wellness. 
Once again, the Anaheim police “inves¬ 
tigated” the “criminal activity” allegedly 
taking place there simply by reading 
Stoner reviews on Weedmaps, taking par¬ 
ticular notice of the fact the club offered 
a pot strain called “Snoop OG.” On Dec. 

2, 2011, an undercover officer posing as 
a patient with a legitimate doctor’s rec¬ 
ommendation for cannabis—something 
required of all entrants to the collective— 
“purchased 4.2 net grams of marijuana 
for $37.” 


The investigation ended there, but 
the single sale—and a sale it was, since 
most pot goes for $50 or $60 per eighth 
of an ounce—was enough evidence for 
the DEA to argue that the otherwise- 
harmless computer engineer and dentist 
should lose their retirement-investment 
property. On Aug. 20, 2012, the agency 
filed its lawsuit. According to the land¬ 
lord, he immediately ordered ReLeaf 
to leave the building, serving it with a 
three-day eviction notice; the club com¬ 
plied and left posthaste. 

The landlord then sent certified letters 
to both the feds and the city of Anaheim, 
notifying them of his actions and request¬ 
ing the government not seize his property. 
“I had no idea the tenant may allegedly be 
engaged in illegal activities at this loca¬ 
tion,” he wrote. “I hope we do not have 
to go through legal procedures to ... lift 
the Us pendens [pending lawsuits] filed 
against my property. My intent is to save 
the judge’s valuable time, court time and 
taxpayers’ money being used unjustly.” 

But the DEA refused to save time or 
money and drop the case, a fact that 
seemed to surprise the federal judge han¬ 
dling the case, U.S. District Court Judge 
Andrew J. Guilford. In a Dec. 3, 2012, 
hearing, Guilford repeatedly referred to 
inconsistencies in the federal govern¬ 
ment’s policy on marijuana—first signal¬ 
ing (via the Ogden memo) that it wasn’t 
going after medical-marijuana clubs, then 
cracking down and sending threatening 
letters to landlords. He even wondered 
aloud if President Obama would change 
his mind about marijuana again, after the 
DEA had already seized the building at 
issue in the case. 

“Do you intend to carry this all the way 
through forfeiture?” Guilford asked U.S. 
Attorney Greg Parham. 

‘Yes, absolutely, your honor,” Parham 
responded. 

Guilford then asked Parham whether. 


assuming the DEA felt it necessary to 
threaten landlords, he was certain he’d 
chosen the right landlord to threaten. 

“Don’t you think in this world of 
change and whatever, progress or regress, 
depending on your point of view, this is 
the exact case that you don’t want pre¬ 
sented as a test case on the interaction of 
federal and state [law] and medical and 
dispensaries and forfeiture?” Guilford 
asked. “[Y]ou know, a poor dentist has to 
turn over a whole bunch of money just 
because they maybe were relying on what 
they had heard federal agents say?” 

The lawyer for the engineer and den¬ 
tist who may be in the process of losing 
their nest egg is Matthew Pappas. He 
also represents several former patients 
of ReLeaf Health & Wellness, includ¬ 
ing Marla James, a wheelchair-bound 
amputee who smokes marijuana to 
relieve chronic pain, in a lawsuit against 
Anaheim for violating California’s 
Disabled Persons Act by calling in the 
feds to crack down on cannabis clubs. 
“The only evidence in this case is a $37 
purchase of medical marijuana and an 
anonymous comment on a website that 
anybody could have written,” Pappas 
says. “For this, they want to take a $1.5 
million building.” 

Although it’s not the city threatening 
to take away the engineer’s building, the 
city did provide the DEA with the “evi¬ 
dence” against him, and then invited the 
feds to threaten him. “The question I have 
is if the city of Anaheim authorizes the 
Anaheim Convention Center to promote 
medical-marijuana dispensaries in the 
happiest place on earth, how is that not 
a double standard?” Pappas’ client asks. 
“And if it’s so bad, why doesn’t the federal 
government raid the Anaheim Convention 
Center? They have no right to come in 
and tell me I can’t do this if they are pro¬ 
moting it themselves.”

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With a deal with Snoop Dogg in the works, Kadillak KdZ w< 
about to hit hip-hop heaven. Now he faces decades behind bars 
But is he guilty? 


Kadillak Kaz spent most of his life in Santa Ana being that dude. 

That dude you could buy weed from at 2 a.m.That dude with gang life written all over his face.That dude every 
hoodrat had a crush on.That dude who just might rob you.That dude who was good at shaking off haters but even 
better at getting in his own way.

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Behind the thick prison glass of a visitor’s tele¬ 
phone stall in Central Men’s Jail in Santa Ana, 
his street-earned swagger is still visible, though 
noticeably deflated. A calm aura floats faintly 
over frayed cornrows and broad cheekbones 
accented with ink: a devil’s pitchfork on the 
right, two teardrops on the left. The color in his 
skin is muted by the carrot-puree-colored jump 
suit. I was probably the last familiar face he’d 
expected to see on the other side of a jail phone 
at 9:30 a.m. on a Sunday; his eyelids had jumped 
a little as I came around the corner, a surprised 
smile sweeping across a scruffy jaw that hadn’t 
been shaved in days. 

‘Ah, damn!” he says, laughing. “Hey, man! 

Mow’d you know I was here?” 

His tone is hushed and raspy, but for someone 
potentially facing 23 years in prison, he seems sur¬ 
prisingly upbeat. 

The last time I’d seen Kadillak was Oct. 12, 

2012, the night before he was to perform at Sound 
Asylum, a quarterly hip-hop residency at Costa 
Mesa’s Detroit Bar. We’d sat down for an inter¬ 
view at the Crosby on a dead night in downtown 
Santa Ana to talk about his forthcoming album. 
Late Nights, Early Money, which he’d planned 
to release in the coming weeks. Off the record, 
he’d told me he’d been ducking Orange County 
Sheriffs deputies for a little more than a month. 
Kadillak never showed up for the gig. Two days 
after that, he was arrested for carjacking and 
second-degree robbery. 

Kadillak adamantly professes his innocence, 
insisting he simply got into an argument with his 
ex-girlfriend and boneheadedly parked her car 
down the street without telling her. On the one 
hand, there’s no such thing as a guilty man behind

bars. On the other hand, his story doesn’t quite 
add up. He already has two felony strikes on his 
record. And what kind of innocent man runs from 
the law? 

“What rapper really wants to end their show in 
handcuffs?” he says. “Even if it’s temporary?” 

But there’s nothing remotely temporary about 
Kadillak’s predicament. If convicted, he faces 23 
years in state prison. Now he’s that dude who 
almost became a famous rapper, only to have 
his dreams of flying high in the hip-hop world 
potentially scratched, chopped and screwed, his 
ultimate fate soon to be in the hands of a jury of 
his peers. His public defender has warned him the 
jury is likely to be all-white; he was told he looks 
the part of a carjacker. 

But Kadillak insists he has no choice but to 
move forward. 

“I just know I’ve come so far from where I was. 


and I’m too close to the life I’ve been hustling 
toward for years,” he says. “If I go back to prison, I 
can’t take it this time. It will break me.” 


T hree months ago, the rapper born Deron 
Hollins was closer than he’d ever been to 
being discovered. Kadillak was rubbing 
elbows with Snoop Dogg and had just begun 
negotiating a recording contract with his label, 
Doggystyle Records. He was putting out his 
third album, which had the potential to be more 
than just a street-level hit. After more than 15 
years as a rapper and a life of hard knocks, drug 
dealing, multiple arrests and two convictions, 
things were starting to come together for him. 
The question is whether the 33-year-old rapper’s 
hip-hop career breakthrough could be over just 
as it’s about to start. 


Kadillak’s current predicament began on Oct. 

15, 2012. At 2 p.m, he found himself behind the 
wheel of his new girlfriend’s black Chevy Monte 
Carlo, which was being swarmed by cops. He’d 
just rolled up to her apartment complex in Mis¬ 
sion Viejo to return the car so she could pick up 
her son from school. Before he’d even parked, his 
guts were churning in his stomach. Something in 
the back of his mind told him things weren’t going 
to end well for him that day. Since September, he’d 
known he was a wanted man. 

His arrest warrant stemmed from a phone call 
to Tustin police placed by an ex-girlfriend, who 
initially called them Aug. 16, after a public shout¬ 
ing match outside a friend’s computer-repair 
business. Kadillak used to rent a suite across from 
the complex, a place he called Skyballin Studios, 
and still occasionally visited his friend. They

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argued over $3,500 she’d taken from his 
wallet the night before, shortly after she 
examined his cell phone and discovered 
he’d been seeing other women behind 
her back. 

Though she returned a day later with 
the money, an argument ensued over the 
fact that the ex found one of Kadillak’s 
female friends taking a nap in one of the 
office rooms at the repair shop. She ended 
up bolting out of the studio through the 
middle of the complex to hide out in an 
area near the rental office. 

Kadillak still had her car keys, which 
she’d given him to run errands after she 
came back to return the cash and patch 
things up. He hopped into the car and 
drove to the other side of the building to 
look for her. He also tried to contact her 
via telephone. As the sun began to set, 
he gave up and caught a ride to another 
local studio where he was scheduled to 
record. Instead of taking the keys with 
him, he left them under the driver's-side 
fioor mat. 

According to the Tustin police report, 
the ex-girlfriend told the cops that Kadil¬ 
lak had “taken” her car. Though it was 
clear Kadillak hadn’t stolen it, just parked 
it a few hundred feet away (officers soon 
found and impounded the vehicle), the 
allegation was all the police needed to 
put out a warrant for a guy who’d been 
a thorn in the side of local law enforce¬ 


ment—especially the Santa Ana Police 
Department—for years. Despite having 
one foot in the rap game, his long history 
of drug dealing and gang banging since 
he was a teenager made him a perpetual 
target for police who kept constant watch 
on him and various members of his fam¬ 
ily, who over the years earned a notorious 
reputation for the same lifestyle; Kadillak 
has been in and out of detention centers 
since he was 9 years old. 

With fiurry of blue and red lights hash¬ 
ing around him that October afternoon on 
the corner of Aliso Parkway and Morning 
Ridge, all the rapper could do was sur¬ 
render and watch his life swirl away. He’d 
just pulled up to his girlfriend’s apart¬ 
ment complex in the suburban neighbor¬ 
hood when one sheriff’s squad car rolled 
up next to him, followed by four more. To 
make matters even worse, his girlfriend’s 
ex-husband—another local rapper- 
waited in the bushes nearby to point him 
out to police. Evidently, the ex-husband, 
who had a personal beef with Kadillak, 
found out about the warrant and volun¬ 
teered to help the police. 

Surrounded, Kadillak stopped the 
car. For a split second, he contemplated 
running or hitting the gas. Instead, he 
popped the door handle, stepped out of 
the car and surrendered without incident. 
Lowering his head into the back of the 
black-and-white Crown Victoria, he real¬ 


ized he could very well face the next two 
decades in prison over a car he merely 
parked down the street. “I just felt like, 
‘Damn, it’s over, I’m done,”’ he recalls. 
“‘Over this?”’ 


A sk him when his rap career 

started, and Kadillak typically 
uses one day as a marker: May 
13, 2006. Walking out the gates of Wasco 
State Prison near San Bernardino and 
into the desert heat, he was ready to 
start over, both in life and in hip-hop. 

It had been six years and four months 
since he’d touched a mic in the outside 
world. In 2000, he’d been sentenced 
to eight years for assault with a deadly 
weapon and causing grave bodily injury 
after joining in a brawl between a friend 
and a Mexican gangster; the cholo was 
left beaten and bloody outside a 7-Eleven 
in Santa Ana. 

Kadillak had almost been convicted 
of raping a former girlfriend in a church 
parking lot in Garden Grove on the same 
night as the altercation. The rape allega¬ 
tion proved false—a story concocted by 
the girlfriend after a nasty fight between 
the two, also over the fact he’d been see¬ 
ing other women. Aside from a lack of 
physical evidence, Kadillak had an alibi: a 
fortuitous run-in around 11:30 p.m. with 
Tustin cops, who happened to drive by 
his car and noticed him smoking blunts 
and blasting his new mixtape for his 
cousins outside of their apartment. It was 
around the time the crime was supposed 
to have taken place. 


Though he’d beaten the rape case, the 
charges for assault and bodily injury and 
subsequent drug sales and transportation 
charges were a violation of his parole, 
and according to Judge Andrew Banks 
in Westminster, that had earned him a 
second strike on his record. The judge 
voided a previous deal Kadillak made to 
serve only an eight-month sentence, and 
instead ordered a total of eight years and 
four months in jail, though the rapper 
wound up serving only six years and four 
months. To this day, even though he was 
never convicted of rape, there are people 
in his neighborhood who view Kadillak 
as a sexual offender. In his mind, being 
on the outside meant setting the record 
straight both with his story and with his 
rhymes. But when your rap sheet looks 
more like a scroll and you come from a 
family notorious for gang banging and 
selling drugs, rumors that get spread 
about you tend to stick. 

He’d grown up in a small, yellow, four- 
bedroom house in Santa Ana, near the 
corner of Fairview and Willits streets, a 
poor neighborhood where crack cocaine 
and prostitution plagued their way 
through the rough maze of stucco subur¬ 
ban housing in the 1980s. Kadillak lived 
with his mother, four sisters and grand¬ 
mother, and a handful of aunts and uncles 
also lived in the same housing tract. His 
father, Paul Hollins, was a cocaine dealer 
who’d never married Kadillak’s mother, 
Tracy Matthews, but still came around 
to help raise him, buy him things or take 
him for rides in a fiashy, dark-blue, ’77 
Ford Granada. Paul was a ladies’ man, a

sharp-dressed hustler; he was the first on 
the block with a cell phone (back when 
they were new and enormous) and owned 
a small fleet of Suzuki motorcycles. His 
son was the spitting image of him in looks 
and, later, actions. Despite promises of 
weekend vacations and day trips, Kadil- 
lak was left standing on the curb beside 
the sunburned tufts of his front lawn or 
waiting by the window until the sun went 
down. 

Though his parents fought quite a bit 
when Paul was around, other dangers in 
the neighborhood also played a role in 
Kadillak’s troubling, violent behavior. At 
age 9, he says, he and a couple of friends 
were molested by a neighbor after being 
lured into the home on several occasions, 
something he kept hidden from his family 
until he was 18. ‘T knew my father would 
kill him,” he says, adding that a need to 
prove his manhood at an early age led to 
him getting in a lot of fights, as well as 
frequent run-ins with the law on drugs 
and weapons violations. 

Eventually life in the streets led him 
to join the Gangster Disciples, a notori¬ 
ous street gang based in Chicago that 
migrated to Orange County in the early 
’90s. Areas of Tustin and Santa Ana had 
become their stomping grounds. The 
pitchfork tattoo on Kadillak’s right cheek, 
which he got when he was 26, is a sign of 


his allegiance, though he says he’s no lon¬ 
ger active in the gang. 

Despite the chaos, music was the one 
sturdy linchpin that kept him centered. 

A performer since childhood, he remem¬ 
bers laying down cardboard on street 
corners and doing back spins to the beats 
of Melle Mel and Slick Rick before neon 
track suits were replaced by sagging jeans 
and his rap tastes changed to Scarface 
and E-40. 

At 13, after he’d already racked up 
several trips to juvenile hall, Kadillak’s 
mother relinquished her custody of him, 
and he became a ward of the state of Cali¬ 
fornia. He toured various foster homes 
until his aunt Teresa took him to live with 
her in Irvine for a little more than a year. 
Though it was only miles from where 
he’d grown up, the manicured lawns, 
chain coffee shops and abundance of 
white people left him with mild culture 
shock. He had the awkward distinction of 
being one of the only black kids at Wood- 
bridge High School. After he exchanged 
punches with another student, whom he 
says taunted him with racial insults, he 
was expelled for fighting. 

Meanwhile, he joined with rappers 
Ariano and Melee Sage, both of whom 
are still active in OC’s hip-hop scene, in a 
group called Righteous Vicinity. Though

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short-lived, the teens hustled hard to 
open for such huge names as Ice Cube, 
West Side Connection and Too $hort at 
venues including the NOS Events Center 
in San Bernardino. Then came the assault 
charge, the rape allegation and six-and- 
a-half years in state prison. When he got 
out in ’06, it was time for Kadillak, who 
wasn’t familiar with the portability of Pro 
Tools, to find a studio. 

He located an office for rent in a non¬ 
descript business park in Tustin designed 
for accountants and third-rate mortgage 
companies. Kadillak christened it Skybal- 
lin Studios, a moniker he’d hatched with 
a neighborhood friend. With the name 
came an uncharacteristically holy slogan: 
“We’re Just Tryina [sic] Touch Jesus’ Feet 
One Time.” 

“I heard that, and it just sounded like 
the realest shit ever to me,” Kadillak says, 
“because in the end, that’s all I’m asking 
for: just a blessing.” 

He found an investor in a local busi¬ 
nessman who made his money selling 
weatherproof TVs. But after giving Kadil¬ 
lak the startup money and an advance 
on a new Escalade in exchange for a 
percentage of the recording business, 
the investor backed out, citing a massive 
gambling debt he’d previously neglected 
to mention. Suddenly, setting up the new 
studio became a solo venture, one Kadil¬ 
lak frequently financed with drug money. 
Despite releasing lots of projects, includ¬ 
ing his own mixtapes, and saving on rent 
by living at the studio, he had no choice 
but to shutter the place in 2008. But 
the mission and the motto of what he’d 
started never left his brain. 


I t’s not exactly a typical place for a 
local, hip-hop, album-release party, 
but inside an exotic-car dealership in 
Costa Mesa, a fleet of rare sports cars, a 
waft of blunt smoke from outside and the 
slamming of 808 drum-machine beats 
bouncing off mirror-covered walls add up 
to one thing: a rap video in the making. 

It’s well past sundown on Jan. 18, 
and this soiree is in honor of South 
County rapper Epademik’s latest release. 
Shouts and laughter compete with the 
soundtrack inside the small showroom. 
Bright fiuorescent light reveals packs of 
local MCs, bleary-eyed hip-hop heads 
and a smattering of females laughing, 
drinking and swarming around aluminum 
catering trays filled with Mexican food. 
DJs take turns spinning vinyl sets of West 
Coast gangsta shit. Pretty much everyone 
in the room knew Kadillak at one time 
or another; there are some who don’t 
know for sure whether he’s locked up but 
assume he is because he has been gone 
for a few months at such a pivotal time in 
his life. 

One guy in the crowd seems to com¬ 
mand his own orbit on the dance fioor; 
he paces in the middle of the room, sip¬ 
ping vodka drinks and checking his cell 
phone. With a husky, 6-foot build, quiet 
demeanor and a scar over his left temple, 
he cuts an imposing figure under the 
buzzing, fiuorescent light. Epademik tells 


me it’s a Compton rapper—43-year-old 
Don Cizzle, a.k.a. OG Cuicide, a certified 
“street reputable” who, in addition to 
knowing pretty much everyone in West 
Coast rap, is a gang banger-turned-moti¬ 
vational speaker. 

The scar over his temple is a reminder 
of a self-inflicted gunshot wound to the 
head during a suicide attempt at age 22; 
the bullet is still lodged in his skull. Cui¬ 
cide tells me he played mentor to Kadillak 
after his prison stint and that, recently, he 
and a business partner teamed up to pro¬ 
duce a documentary on Kadillak’s cousin 
Kevin Powell, a parolee from Aliso Viejo 
who was killed by Santa Ana police after 
he allegedly stole a vehicle in 2007. When 
the chase ended, just off the 55 freeway, 
eight to 15 officers fired as many as 20 
shots toward the vehicle. 

Cuicide’s stoic face turns jovial, 
with a wide, gapped-tooth grin, and he 
shakes my hand firmly as I tell him I’ve 
been interviewing Kadillak in jail. Until 
recently, Cuicide hadn’t heard his friend 
was locked up. “He’d always kinda called 
me his uncle, and recognizing his past, I 
saw a lot of me in him,” he says. “I could 
see him trying to be better. Whenever 
we hung out, it wasn’t about trying to be 
Kadillak Kaz, the guy from the streets; he 
wanted to be Kadillak Kaz the rapper.” 

The two met at a studio in Bellflower 
in 2009, which in hindsight appears to 
be the heyday of Kadillak’s career. The 
rapper had just completed his second 
album, 2010’s The Coldest Winter Ever, 
an inspired mix of freeway funk and 
lyrical post-card moments cribbed from 
his years in the state penitentiary. He’d 
recently tapped a booming online fan 
base (in Japan, of all places). More impor¬ 
tant, after years of hustling and drug 
dealing, he’d decided to focus exclusively 
on music. He’d just begun performing a 
show at the Copa Cabana in Long Beach 
when Cuicide took him under his wing 
and recorded with him. In Cuicide, Kadil¬ 
lak had found a mentor, someone who not 
only had survived gang life, but also had 
decades of experience in the rap game 
with credible ties to some of the world’s 
MCs including Snoop Dogg, whom he’d 
known since he was a punk kid slinging 
dope on the streets of Long Beach. 

As it turns out, Kadillak would have 
an unexpected chance to make an 
impression on the Dogg Father himself: 
Last April, an old high-school friend of 
Kadillak contacted him on Facebook to 
talk about his music. What started as a 
typical chat led to her asking him for a 
demo she could pass onto her brother- 
in-law, an A&R rep for a label looking for 
talented rappers. That label happened 
to be Doggystyle Records, Snoop Dogg’s 
home, though she didn’t tell him that at 
the time. 

A couple of weeks after sending her 
a few of his tracks, Kadillak got a phone 
call from his friend’s brother-in-law, Tor- 
rey, who told him the label was interested 
in meeting him and hearing more of his 
stuff. That interest soon turned into an 
invitation to a party at a tree-covered

of the owner of Levi’s jeans. “At first, I 
thought Levi’s must have been the name 
of some club. When I rolled up, I don’t 
think I put two and two together right 
away,” Kadillak recalls. “But when I fig¬ 
ured out where I was and who I would be 
meeting, I was just shocked.” 

There, he met Torrey, a 6-foot-8 
behemoth who delivered a crushing 
handshake and a smile. He told Kadillak 
he’d invited him to meet a few people 
from the Doggystyle crew: rapper 
Kurupt and his cousin/rapper Roscoe. 
He would also meet Snoop, who was 
doing a DJ set that night for a house full 
of hot women and drunk revelers. What 
shocked Kadillak the most when he met 
Snoop, who was dressed in a Rastafarian 
tarn and shades (the Snoop Lion persona 
was in full effect), was that he actually 
acknowledged his music and that he’d 
wanted to work with him on some songs 
he’d written. 

“As your project goes, it’s already in 
motion,” Kadillak says Snoop told him. 
“Everything I need to find out about you 
is on this CD. You don’t need to learn 
how to fly your wings are already flying.” 
(Snoop’s people did not respond to mul¬ 
tiple attempts to reach the rapper.) 

It wasn’t exactly a record contract, 
but for Kadillak, who would soon begin 
negotiating a deal with Doggystyle, the 
moment meant everything. His recent 
decision to focus on music, while artisti¬ 
cally liberating, had left him technically 
homeless. For two years after abandoning 
his studio, he’d couch-surfed with friends 
and moved in with girls he was seeing, 
living off them as he spent time culti¬ 
vating his fan base, rocking shows and 
selling as many units of CDs as he could 
in Japan. Most of his family, meanwhile, 
had moved back to their native North 
Carolina—minus his father, who’d started 
a new family. Once again, Kadillak was 
grasping for a lifeline. 

As he carved his way into Snoop’s 
circle, Kadillak was convinced his 
outward appearance and streetwise 
demeanor would be his ticket to sealing 
a record deal. When talking to an A&R 
rep or a member of Snoop’s entourage, 
it was all about staying cool and list¬ 
ing achievements. And his weren’t bad: 
a pair of full-length albums selling like 
hotcakes in Japan; four featured songs 
on a soundtrack for the bargain bin Wiz 
Khalifa/Amber Rose flick Gang of Roses 
II; landing a hit song,“Drugs” (featuring 
Snoopyblu, Big2DaBoy and Cake Boi Sav), 
on the iPad video game Demon Chic. So 
he kept quiet about being homeless, liv¬ 
ing out of his car and frequently sneaking 
into truck-stop showers. 

One evening, after leaving the 2012 
premiere of Snoop and Wiz Khalifa’s 
Stoner comedy, Mac and Devin Go to High 
School, Kadillak found himself with a 
bone-dry gas tank and no money to spare. 
He remembers rolling, just barely, into an 
empty strip-mall parking lot a few miles 
from his house and waiting for a friend 
to come pick him up. Even with all his 
double-life strife, the month before get¬ 


ting arrested in OC, Kadillak’s talks with 
Doggystyle had him feeling confident he’d 
get signed. But he was trapped by the idea 
that he couldn’t tell him how bad his situ¬ 
ation really was. A deal was imminent, 
but the question was how long would it 
take to make it happen? 

“At the time, I just felt like, ‘Damn, 
there’s a million people out there who 
rap, and I’m here’,” he says. “I was sur¬ 
rounded by all this stuff, and at the same 
time, it was hard because I was trying to 
play my role and not open up too much 
to let them know how much I was really 
struggling. If they only knew.” 


I t’s Jan. 27, the weekend before the start 
of his trial at Central Justice Center in 
Santa Ana, and nervousness is tattooed 
all over Kadillak’s face. He’s nearing 
his 70th day in jail without a trial. The 
hearing, which was supposed to have 
started 60 days after his arrest, has been 
continued twice. Meanwhile, his public 
defender has come back to him with 
options for a plea deal Kadillak is refusing 
to take. The potential 23-year sentence 
he faced walking into jail has been 
bargained down to seven years with a 
guilty plea. After years of not knowing the 
legal system and pleading out to various 
charges and accepting whatever deals are 
offered to him, cutting a deal is the last 
thing Kadillak wants. 

At age 33, the time he spends in jail 
kills his chances of a rap career. He’d 
been so close. But he also realizes that 
in Orange County, even though the case 
against him is weak, the odds are stacked 
against him. Attempts to locate and sub¬ 
poena the testimony of the ex-girlfriend 
who called the police about her car being 
stolen have gone nowhere. 

While locked up, he says, he has stud¬ 
ied law, written songs (10 new tracks so 
far) and started working on an untitled 
book about his life. He remains focused 
on getting out and going home, though he 
doesn’t know exactly where that is. If he 
does get out, he’ll still be homeless, and 
though Skyballin will still be his mental¬ 
ity, he no longer has the actual studio. 

His top priority after leaving jail: 
finishing Late Nights, Early Money and 
selling enough units to Japan put money 
down on an apartment outside Orange 
County. Then there’s the task of recon¬ 
necting with the Doggystyle label to hash 
out a deal that will put some money in his 
pocket. Above all is the idea of freedom, 
the freedom to be that dude who survived 
the system, that dude who finally wised 
up and got his life together, that dude 
who can rap. 

“Sometimes, I look at my life, and I feel 
like Job from the Bible,” he says. “God 
took everything from Job and allowed 
him to be tested. Even though he cursed 
God, he never questioned him, he never 
lost his faith. And that’s been me. I lost 
everything because of the time I did. Now 
it’s my time to get it all back tenfold. I see 
it all manifesting now. I’m about to get 
outta here; this is not my destiny.”

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Rebel Headquarters 

Another luxe lonchera settles down to become a great restaurant

D id you know that Rebel Bite, a 

newly minted restaurant in Long 
Beach, used to be a food truck? I 
only realized this when I saw a mention of 
it on the menu. Ah, yes! I knew that Che 
Guevara pig cartoon logo looked familiar. 
But being as these newfangled luxe lonch¬ 
era kids have inundated Southern Califor¬ 
nia for about four years now, with more 
than a few employing cartoon swine as 
mascots, it’s no wonder I didn’t recognize 
this particular pig at first. Besides, as far 
as I was concerned, the better local luxe 
loncheras—the Lime Truck, Dos Chinos 
and Slapfish, among others—have already 
garaged their vehicles and matured to 
become fully realized brick-and-mortars, 
for which constant location updates via 
Twitter are no longer required. 

Now Rebel Bite has joined their ranks— 
and a good thing, too, because this per¬ 
manent incarnation showcases food that 
might have gotten lost in a traffic jam of 
lesser food-truck fare. It once again proves 
that just as all TV actors aspire to be film 
stars, all food trucks aspire to be restau¬ 
rants. Located within walking distance of 
Roscoe’s House of Chicken ’n’ Waffles, the 
eatery sits inside an ivy-covered building 
that used to be a pizza parlor next to a 
one-way residential street on which park¬ 
ing is impossible. But the food is worth 
circling the block a few times, even if you 
end up buying groceries at the Vons across 
the street so you can use its lot without 
getting towed. 

As with so many others that came out 
of the Great Recession idea lab, the menu 
here is experimental, a little out there, 
invented, refined and field-tested in that 
constant game of one-upmanship every 
truck plays. Rebel Bite still serves, among 
other things, thick hoagies stuffed with 
Korean barbecue-style steak and mozza¬ 
rella and grilled cheese “sammiches” with 
spicy pork—every dish exhibiting the kind 
of border-neutral combinations that had 
Roy Choi’s first Korean taco customers 
scratching their heads, and then lining up 
for miles. Similar to Choi’s creations. Rebel 
Bite’s food puts a premium on loud, in- 
your-face flavors, with dishes bolder than 
you expect and hotter than you bargained 
for. Simply described as spaghetti in a 
spicy house-made meat sauce. Dirty Sketti 
is a dish that screams its tomato sweet¬ 
ness and lip-scorching chile burn. A baby 
octopus stew advertised as cioppino-like 
resembles a soup, without any shells or 
whole pieces of seafood in it, but with all 
the essential flavors present. Yet every sim¬ 
mered sip of the murky, brick-red broth 
brings to mind a union of the San Fran¬ 
cisco staple and spicy Korean maeuntang; 
you can’t decide which you’ll want to sop 
it up with—some rice or crusty bread? 

Stacks of napkins are required when 
you eat the crisp, deep-fried chicken 



wings covered in what seems to be an 
inch-thick coating of the house barbe¬ 
cue sauce—a sticky-sweet, napalm-like 
gunk that you later discover has jammed 
itself underneath your nails and stained 
your pants, even though you thought you 
were careful while eating them. Since the 
wings are hacked into pieces half their 
normal length, spitting out bone frag¬ 
ments is inevitable. Perhaps this is the 
reason why the mismatched table covers 
are plastic. 

And the picnic-table surroundings turn 
out to also be perfect for tucking into the 
coffee-rubbed ribs, an anomaly among the 
rest of Rebel Bite’s pseudo-Italian menu, 
but one you should order because of it. 
Bits of garlic and other vaguely Asian fla¬ 
vors festoon the near-black, thick, caked- 
on, syrupy basting sauce, making the pork 
taste more Korean or Thai and less south¬ 
ern. Yet you’ll still gnaw on the bones as 
you would at a Memphis dive. Offsetting 
its richness is a thimble of sweet pickled 
onions minced so finely you’ll mistake it 
for coleslaw and a mess of fries you’ll use

to wipe off any of that leftover sauce. 

You must also order the squid-ink 
pizza—a pie slathered with a jet-black 
substance that coats the pencil-eraser¬ 
like nubs of the stir-fried calamari as 
though it were spilled crude oil. Eat a 
slice, wipe your mouth, and your napkin 
ends up looking as though a printer had 
a catastrophic cartridge malfunction. But 
if you close your eyes while you do it, 
your brain will tell you what your mouth 
already knows: The stuff is even better 
than any tomato sauce or cheese. This 
is an extraordinary pizza: crisp-crusted; 
balanced between the tangy, the salty and 
the fishy; and, most important, something 
Rebel Bite never offered when it was a 
just a food truck. And did I mention it’s 
now allowed to serve beer?

I f Cambodians run the doughnut-shop 
industry in Orange County and Cuer- 
navacansthe loncheras, then Koreans 
are surely the masters of the office-park 
deli, those smorgasbords of sandwiches, 
sodas, chips and salads that keep the 
county's office drones fed and... well, 
if not satisfied, at least full. Most of them 
have existed for years but only recently 
have flexed their cultural muscles beyond 
the teriyaki bowl—^you're now starting to 
see owners offer Korean burritos, kaibi 
sandwiches, even the odd Nong Shim 
instant ramen bag. 

I never suspected Buns N Rice of being 
part of this second wave, although I guess 
the name gave it away in retrospect. It's 
near the l/l/ee/r/)/world headquarters in 
a space that used to house a forgettable 
deli, which meant I never had high hopes 
for it. But a tipster told me it had a great 
bimimbap,that legendary hodgepodge of 
veggies, meat and rice served in a heated 
stone bowl. I walked to Buns N Rice and 
found a friendly man who asked if I knew 
what bimimbap was—of course, but in 
case I didn't, an excerpt of the dish's Wiki¬ 
pedia entry was taped to the window next 
to the few tables in the restaurant. 

This was not the bimimbap I expected; 
it was streamlined toward assimilationist 
tastes. Gone was the meat, the heated 
stone bowl; in their place were carrots, 
lettuce, spinach, strips of scrambled eggs 
and warmed rice, all served in a plastic 
bowl with a top for convenient transport 
backto the cubicle. This bimimbap looked 
a little too nice, too Americanized—but 
the owner also included ramekins of 
sesame-seed oil and Korean chili paste 
to mix and tie all the pieces together. 

The result was ingenious—objectively, 
a good-great bimimbap, but a figurative 
smash. Despite Korean fusion's entry into 
Southern California palates, I still maintain 
Korean cuisine (along with Filipino) is one 
of our most criminally underappreciated 
cuisines, and Buns N Rice's demystified 
bimimbap presentation is a delicious 
Trojan Horse to get office drones to 
slowly graduate to the delicious kaibi, fine 
bulgogi and, finally, a boiling bowl of Nong 
Shim topped with silky egg. 

Would I like to see Buns N Rice try 
fusion? Maybe—I can see it excel with 
a Korean sandwich, or maybe a Philly 
cheesesteak over rice and chili paste in 
a bowl (its sandwiches are also fine, if 
expected). In the meanwhile, make sure 
to buy a can of Cactus Cooler to wash 
down your bimimbap—^the owner will get 
a smile as wide as the El Toro Y.

I ’ve eaten many a panino in my life, 
and I must say this: Enough with the 
ham and cheese. These Italian pressed 
sandwiches have been around since the 
days of Spartacus (okay, maybe not that 
long—really, the 1970s in Italy, and the 
1990s in the U.S.), yet cafes and delis 
continue to mass-produce the same ver¬ 
sions over and over, until the paninis 
become as indistinguishable and tire¬ 
some as the umpteenth came asada taco. 
Though some restaurants try to expand 
their horizons with Korean this and 
turkey that, what sets Panini Cafe apart 
from the others is its Italian-and-Middle 
Eastern-influenced menu. The result 
of this compatible fusion? The special 
chicken panini. 

Eound at No. 8 on the menu, with 
the phrase “Highly Recommended!” 
stamped beside it (marking it as dif¬ 
ferent from the No. 6 chicken panini). 



this chicken panini is the chain’s most 
popular dish. The chicken breast is 
grilled Middle Eastern-style—juicy, 
tender, with a charred orange tint from 
the marinade, a la a kebab. The bird is 
paired with artichoke hearts and sun- 
dried tomatoes, a surprisingly refresh¬ 
ing combination not expected from two 
starkly different vegetables. The combo 
is then smashed between two crunchy 
pieces of grilled bread, already smoth¬ 
ered in thick layers of fontina (no classic 
mozzarella here) and pesto—think of it 
as Eertile Crescent zest. 

As with every order, the huge panino 
comes with a side of soup or salad. I 
always arrive famished, yet I still end up 
leaving with a to-go box—and if you can 
satisfy a college student, then you know 
the fixings are good.

P erfect pairings? Shakespeare and the 
Globe, Bacall and Bogart, Kesey and 
acid, dagger and Richards. We're happy to 
add to the list something concocted in 1861 
at the venerable Brooks's, a Whig party 
hangout in London. Hailed widely as a morn¬ 
ing-after recuperative. Black Velvet is a killer 
combo—champagne (the real stuff, not that 
nasty New York state eau de urinal, thank 
you very much) and well-chilled stout. For 


those shuddering at the thought of adding 
anything to a $750 bottle of 1995 Krug, Clos 
de Mesnil, we gotta agree with you. But your 
everyday restaurant or decadent-evening- 
at-home Meet & Chandon or Perrier-Jouet? 
Go for it. You're in for a tasty surprise. 

You can ease into things by mixing a split 
of Taittinger Brut with a Yeti Imperial Stout 
at the Cellar in San Clemente—upscale and 
friendly, with enough fromage to bait every 
mousetrap in Southern California. 

THE DRINK 

Patience is the key. To one-third of a cham¬ 
pagne flute of luscious Double Stout from 
San Diego's Green Flash brewery, we dribble 
in Veuve Cliquot Brut. Holding the glass up 
to the window reveals a fascinating work of 
art—delicate, dark veins working their way 
through the upper layer. (Kesey would've been 
transfixed for hours.) A judicious sip produces 
crisp, clean flavors of apricot and white peach. 
The second sip has us raising the glass to the 
gentlemen at Brooks's—^the creamy, dark grab 
of the stout (toast/tar/caramel/coffee) and the 
fruity zing of the champagne produce a smoky 
finish to savor. Mon dieu ... so many cham¬ 
pagnes, so many stouts, so little time.

Physician, Heal Thyself 

The bracing Yossi lays bare the soul of a closeted doc

F or the past two decades, Eytan Fox 
has been Israel’s foremost chroni¬ 
cler of gay life—and the homoeroti- 
cized military—in the land of milk and 
honey With Yossi, he has pulled off the 
rare feat of making a sequel that surpasses 
the original. Released in 2002, the direc¬ 
tor’s breakthrough hit, Yossi St Jagger, 
centered on the clandestine relationship 
between two male Israel Defense Forces 
(IDF) soldiers. Following an ambush in 
Lebanon, Yossi, a principled yet deeply 
closeted commander, watches the more 
flamboyant Jagger (a nickname that suits 
his pop-star good looks) die in his arms. 
Ten years later, Yossi powerfully probes 
the grief that still consumes the ex-soldier, 
now working as a physician in Tel Aviv. 
Like the title character. Fox has also 
changed: This frequently unsubtle direc¬ 
tor, whose placard-waving is typified by 
a rave for Middle Fast peace on a beach 
in his last movie. The Bubble (2006), here 
shows welcome signs of nuance. 

Now 34, cardiologist Yossi (Ohad Knol- 
ler) has thrown himself into his work, 
so much so that his hospital supervisor 
gently upbraids him for not taking a vaca¬ 
tion. When not on call, the physician finds 
comfort in greasy takeout noodles and 
DVDs of man-on-man soft-core. Still clos¬ 
eted, Yossi rebuffs the advances of a smit¬ 
ten nurse and endures a humiliating night 


on the town with Moti (Lior Ashkenazi), a 
recent divorce self-medicating with dope 
and bar-bathroom hookups. ‘You look like 
an operating table,” Moti tells his bleary- 
eyed friend. Yet those aren’t the most 
insulting words he’ll hear. Yossi endures

even more demeaning treatment from an 
online date, an oily bar-owning muscle 
queen clearly disgusted the doctor doesn’t 
match his much-slimmer profile photo. 
The discordance might surprise—and 
move—viewers, too. Significantly bulkier 
than he was in Yossi St Jagger (as well as 
in The Bubble), Knoller, who may have 
packed on pounds specifically for this 
role, moves with the weariness of some¬ 
one burdened by shame and sorrow. 


Hoping to assuage his pain, Yossi unex¬ 
pectedly shows up at the home of his true 
love’s parents after earlier treating the 
ticker of dagger’s mother, who can’t quite 
recall the doctor’s face (the characters 
meet briefiy at the end of Yossi St Jagger). 
It’s an act of candor, nicely played by all 
three actors, that leads to more hurt—but 
it also spurs the MD to take some time off. 

Fn route to the Sinai Peninsula, Yossi 
offers a lift to four rambunctious IDF sol¬ 
diers who have missed their bus to Filat, a 
resort town where they’re enjoying some 
R&R. After dropping off this rowdy quar¬ 
tet—the best-mannered of whom, Tom 
(Oz Zehavi), appreciates the Mahler play¬ 
ing in his host’s car—Yossi nixes his plans 
to cross the Israel/Egypt border, checking 
into the hotel where the army guys are 
staying. Bundled up in a terry cloth robe, 
the doctor reads Death In Venice poolside, 
dines solo and passes the evenings nurs¬ 
ing an umbrella cocktail while taking in 
the hotel’s spectacularly tacky revues. 

The scenes of Yossi at the inn, not 
actively seeking out company but pleased 
when one of the military twentysome¬ 
things says hello, are the film’s best, 
adroitly depicting a lonely man’s tentative 
steps toward emerging from his crushing 
sadness. Written by first-time scripter 
Itay Segal, Yossi doesn’t confuse melan¬ 
choly with mawkishness (unlike, say, Tom 


Ford’s ghastly, fussy 2009 take on Chris¬ 
topher Isherwood’s A Smg/e Man). Yossi 
still finds solace in small, corny pleasures, 
apparent in the beatific grin on his face as 
he sits at a table for one during an Israel- 
oldies show (performed by Keren Ann). 

Knoller navigates his role so beauti¬ 
fully—even at his most despondent and 
abject, Yossi always maintains some 
dignity—that, perversely, the new love 
interest who shares screen time with 
him in the final act feels like an inter¬ 
loper, a forceful intrusion into a deli¬ 
cately built study of anguish and the dif¬ 
ficulty of reconciling the past with the 
future. This concluding section stands 
as Yossi’s most strident. The sloganeer¬ 
ing dialogue about gay life then and now 
unfortunately proves that Fox hasn’t 
fully abandoned his cudgel. 

Yet for many of the film’s brisk 84 min¬ 
utes, Fox eclipses his earlier work—and 
several other same-sex tragedies—by 
immersing us in his protagonist’s quiet tur¬ 
moil. To wish Yossi an 5 l;hing but a happy 
ending would be heartless. Yet to wrap up 
his story so glibly still stings, betraying the 
complexity we’ve come to love him for.

OPENING 

IDENTITY THIEF Here's a break¬ 
through, of a sort: The funniest 
scenes in Identity Thief are of 
Melissa McCarthy and Jason 
Bateman beating the hell out of each 
other. McCarthy—playing a multi- 
named serial liar and credit-card 
fraud artist we'll call Diana—clocks 
Jason Bateman with a vicious neck 
punch. Bateman—as yet another 
sane fellow whose life is infested 
with plot-driving crazies-clocks, 
tackles, and even brains her with 
the stolen bric-a-brac that clutters 
Diana's home. I'm not going to argue 
that this man hitting this woman for 
laughs is a progressive triumph. But 
it is at least a victory for whatever 
is the opposite of sexism. McCarthy 
gets bashed about like a Stooge, 
and she bashes back with riotous 
abandon. Sadly, the rest of the movie 
is a shambles. So, let it be said, this 
one time only: Here is a comedy that 
really could use more inter-gender 
violence. (I'll leave it to you to parse 
the sexual politics of McCarthy's 
insult after Bateman beans her with a 


knickknack: "You throw like a fuckin' 
girl!") The rest of the film, they're 
solo acts, each doing what audiences 
expect: She yells and exhibits an 
unsocialized horniness; he regards 
her with dismay and disgust. Yes, 
disgust. There's no way around it: 

The producers of Identity Thief seem 
to find McCarthy's real-world body 
loathsome. Her big comic sex scene 
is ruined by director Seth Gordon's 
refusal to shoot her below the chin, 
and her Diana is later freighted with 
a sad-clown back story and given 
a princess makeover—penance, 
perhaps, for having roughhoused like 
the boys in the first reel. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

SIDE EFFECTS If Side Effects, an 
immensely pleasurable thriller cen¬ 
tering around psychotropic drugs, 
really is Steven Soderbergh's final 
film, as the director claims it will be, 
then he has peaked in the Valley of 
the Dolls. Scripted by Scott Z. Burns, 
who also wrote the screenplay for 
Soderbergh's Contagion (2011), Side 
Effects shares, at least at first, the 
earlier movie's icy fury over the cor¬ 
ruption of the medical profession. Yet 
when this initially pointed critique 



of our quick-fix, highly medicated 
era becomes a twisty genre exer¬ 
cise—filled with double-crosses, and 
blouses ripped—it doesn't lessen the 
movie's punch. Side Effects begins 
with the scene of a crime: blood 
on the hardwood floors of a mod¬ 
est Manhattan apartment. The film 
then cuts to three months earlier 
as 28-year-old Emily Taylor (Rooney 
Mara) applies lipstick the same 
sanguine hue as the gore in the pro¬ 
logue. Skeletal, morose, and vacant¬ 
eyed, she is prettying herself up for a 
prison visit with her husband, Martin 
(Channing Tatum), who is nearing 
the end of a four-year sentence for 
insider trading. Yet Martin's release 
seems to send Emily into deeper 
despair. A suicide attempt lands her 
in the care of overextended shrink 
Dr. Jonathan Banks (Jude Law). 
Emily's depression seems to be lifting 
under a new drug though soon one 
of its unintended effects—episodes 
of "acute parasomnia"—leads her 
to commit a very gruesome sleep 
crime. Scenes between Catherine 
Zeta-Jones, perfect as a steely rival 
shrink, and Law, even better than he 
was as the fear-mongering blogger in 
Contagion, reminds us what we'll be 
missing if Soderbergh never makes 
another film: someone to diagnose 
our national malaise as coolly and 
seductively as he has. (R) Melissa 
Anderson.

GANGSTER SQUAD Originally slated 
to open in September 2012, Gangster 
Squad was delayed when the movie- 
theater shooting in Aurora, Colorado, 
suddenly made a scene of gunfire in 
Grauman's Chinese Theatre "inap¬ 
propriate." But released any time, the 
movie would be a crime against cin¬ 
ematic sensibility. As Gangster Squad 
opens, boss Mickey Cohen (Sean 
Penn) is the snake in the West Coast 
Eden of prosperous Los Angeles 
circa 1949. Los Angeles Police 
Department Sergeant John O'Mara 
(Josh Brolin) is offered the chance to 
put together an unofficial unit to bust 
up Cohen's rackets. The only other 
squad member given a story line to 
himself is Ryan Gosling's Sergeant 
Jerry Wooters, who takes up with 
Cohen's arm candy (Emma Stone); this 
gives Gosling occasion to ply his shy- 
heartthrob trade, the sheepish boy 
showing off his cantaloupe biceps. 

It would be the film's silliest perfor¬ 
mance were it not for Penn donning 
a pound of putty to play Cohen—his 
smushed mug would suit a Dick 
Tracy villain. All of the usual cop- 
opera conceits—"duty," "badge of 
honor," "fraternity"—get trotted out, 
but it's only the pommeling violence 
that stirs director Ruben Fleischer's 
interest. Gangster Squad caroms 


from crime to retaliation, from tommy 
gun assassination to a power drill 
through the head to a pistol whipping, 
every bloodletting hyped by Steve 
Jablonsky's score or peppy period 
tunes counterpoised for ironic effect. 
In reducing the great themes of the 
Warner Bros, crime-film legacy to 
many bases to be rounded. Gangster 
Squad desecrates the symbols of the 
movies it alleges to homage. (R) Nick 
Pinkerton. Countywide. 

MOVIE 43 I saw an opening-day mati¬ 
nee of Movie 43 at a theater where 
they hadn't bothered to put the title on 
the marquee, with a sparse audience 
composed entirely of single men, one 
of whom was puffing on a no-tobacco 
e-cigarette throughout. When I got 
home, I discovered that a pigeon 
had shit in my hair. These are pretty 
much the perfect circumstances 
under which to view this sordid 
sketch-comedy gang bang, slippery 
with bodily fluids, from a screenplay 
that might have been written over an 
all-night poker game bull session, all 
loosely strung together by a framing 
device in which an aspiring, perspir¬ 
ing screenwriter (Dennis Quaid) holds 
a studio exec (Greg Kinnear) hostage, 
hoping to get his obscene magnum 
opus made. Movie 43 was shot over 
the course of years by a host of celeb¬ 
rity guest stars doubling as guest 
directors, though official attribution 
goes to Peter Farrelly, who handled 
the leadoff skit. Setting the tone of 
what's to come, this involves Kate 
Winslet on a blind date with Hugh 
Jackman, who unwraps his cashmere 
scarf to reveal a neck goiter that looks 
like a scrotum and testes, which he 
proceeds dips into drawn butter. What 
else? More stars than It's a Mad, Mad, 
Mad, Mad World! More body horror 
than the Cronenberg filmography 
combined with Hated: GG Allin and 
the Murder Junkies! The blank, shoe- 
button eyes of Seth MacFarlane! It's 
the kind of thing you feel you should 
laugh at through a phlegmy, hacking 
cough—and it does get laughs, if 
inconsistently, predictable given the 
circumstances of production. And 
where most movies fade within hours, 

I see a bright future ahead for this sui 
generis work, which will be passed 
around sixth grade classrooms by 
odd-smelling kids for years to come.

Art Magickian 

The charmed, young, multidisciplinary career 

of Florian-Ayala Fauna

A giclee of My Only Child (Part One), 
a collage by artist Florian-Ayala 
Fauna, has hung over my writing 
desk for almost a year now. Every day, 

I look at the large, black field mice and 
lupine hindquarters bookending an image 
straight out of a Stanley B. Burns book 
of medical horrors: the wasted body of a 
nearly naked man with the head of a wolf 
propped up by a metal/wood contraption 
designed to serve as a kind of wheeled 
crutch. Part ancient daguerreotype, part 
Joel-Peter Witkin, part PETA, the assem¬ 
blage works on a variety of levels: Catch¬ 
ing the eye, its mix of strength and vulner¬ 
ability lingers in the mind and feels like an 
assault while humanizing the suffering of 
animals without being mawkish. 

A bit of a loner and mystic. Fauna 
works successfully in several diverse dis¬ 
ciplines—painting, poetry, photography, 
collage, music and film—bringing a deeply 
personal, esoteric vision to them all. ”I 
have a rather holistic view when it comes 
to mysticism and spirituality, and the same 
applies to art,” the artist says. “They’re all 
different paths to the same kingdom.” 

Fauna has worked with controversial 
novelist Dennis Cooper and collaborated 
on music with Stephen Thrower (Coil, 
Cyclobe) and Charlie Martineau (Esperik 
Glare), among others, counting among 
friends the late Peter Christopherson of 
Throbbing Gristle. All pretty impressive 
outsider connections for a person at the 
beginning of a career, who, at the tender 
age of 21, has already exhibited in the 
U.K. and at the illustrious Centre Pompi¬ 
dou in Paris. 

OC Weekly: Do you consider your sensi¬ 
bility Gothic? 

Florian-Ayala Fauna: I try to avoid 
assigning labels to myself. It takes a 
great length of time to know oneself, and 
even then, we are constantly evolving. I 


embrace a certain Gothic sensibility, not 
so much in the contemporary subculture 
sense, but in the Romantic tradition. I 
don’t see myself dwelling on the darker 
aspects of reality. Darkness within disci¬ 
pline doesn’t make you malign; it makes 
one appreciate the light. 



You describe yourself as an androgyne. Can 
you talk a little about that? 

Despite being born male, I have never iden¬ 
tified with such a gender as far back as I 
can remember. Later, I started to embrace 
people’s confusion over my gender and 
appearance, even when I had a more mas¬ 
culine appearance. I see androgyny and 
being transgendered as being able to go 
beyond dichotomies and dualities. 

Fm fascinated by the consistent use of 
strong, durable animal imagery in your 
work—foxes, birds, wolves, deer. Whafs 
behind that? 

I am most interested in animal-like fear, 
pain and suffering. It’s in their blood 


and instincts to act on pure will alone, 
so there is a certain fragility, especially 
in the meek. I’m very influenced by the 
gnostics, who believed that a malign cre¬ 
ator-god is responsible for the mask that 
is the material world—a false layer to the 
soul and the eons of the greater deity. The 
fragility of animals is a symptom of the 
malign creation, a sacrifice of the soul. 
The strength and durability you see in my 
work is that of the everlasting soul seek¬ 
ing unification with the true god. 

You've released several digital albums and 
EPs of experimental music, with yourself 
as the sole visionary behind it. Your latest 
digital album, dancing with the blind (lost 
children), has one of the most evocative 
titles for an album Fve ever heard, with the 
music on it atmospheric and haunting. You 
describe it as ''ritual musickfor communi¬ 
cation with the ghosts of foxes." 

The idea of producing a series of mel¬ 
ancholic tape-loop recordings and [the 
idea of] ghost foxes came to me one night 
as some sort of divine spark. The ritual 
musick part came about later, as I started 
to study mysticism and magick, because 
there’s a [correlation] between the repeti¬ 
tive nature of tape loops and ancient 
consciousness-altering practices. I’m 
currently working on a cycle of releases 
for a double album titled the fox's funeral: 
hymns for fallen forests. It’s a narrative 
piece telling the story of the death of a 
family of fox-human mystics. 

You reside in the exurb community of 
Indio. I took a look at the city's website, 
and the arts scene seems to consist of 
Johnny Cash tributes, chalk art, camel 
and ostrich races, and Neil Simon revivals. 
Doesn't seem like there's much room for 
the kind of work you're doing. 

There isn’t much in the way of an 
approachable fine-arts or experimental- 
music scene—and I highly doubt any¬ 
thing in the way of esotericism, so I have 
remained a diligent worker on my own 
craft for many years, working alone. The 
isolation is unbearable at times, but ulti¬ 
mately, I am better for it.

T he ever-awaited Coachella lineup is 
out, and we're beginning to map our 
guerrilla coverage of the hipster baccha¬ 
nal in the California desert, especially 
the lack of clothes and cultural insen¬ 
sitivity. Last year saw plenty of feather 
headdresses, rice-paddy hats and tacky 
spirit hoods on mostly white kids, leaving 
us to believe the young and cool love to 
pretend to be any race but white. 

It seems this latest generation of the 
tragically hip is more determined than any

Native American 
culture takes the brunt 
of hipster appropriation.

No Doubt 
pulled their video for "Looking Hot" 
because it depicted Gwen Stefani as an 
Indian princess. And the Native Ameri¬ 
can headdress and the pinned feather 
run next to the iconic thick-framed 
glasses and Pabst Blue Ribbon that ste¬ 
reotype modern-day hipsters. 

But Mexican culture is not left out. 
Stefani has long advocated chola chic in 
her fashion, claiming she was inspired 
by Mexican girls at Loara High School 
in Anaheim during the 1980s. The preva¬ 
lence of Dia de los Muertos-themed 
tattoos, costumes and purses is picking 
up. And the dispatches hipsters have of 
visiting downtown SanTana resemble 
British letters from the Punjab during the 
19th Century. 

Eastern cultures seem to get stereo¬ 
typed less, partly because Asian Ameri¬ 
can activists quickly organize campaigns 
against such idiots (although the idiots 
continue to try—witness American 
Apparel's controversial sale of the 
"Conical Asian Hat" for $15 and Ashton 
Kutcher's laughable mock-Bollywood 
commercial for PopChips).

Five artists who feel Ohhh So Long Beach according to 

comedian Jason Collings

A lot of great music and great groups have come out of Long Beach, but don’t 

overlook the city’s other artists. It’s also home to some great comic acts, includ¬ 
ing Jason Collings. When talking with Collings, you get the feeling his sur¬ 
roundings had a lot to do with molding him into the comic he is today. 

“I talk about race a lot in my act. And I mean, I talk about everybody, and I don’t hold 
back,” he says. “That’s another thing I loved about growing up in Long Beach: All of my 
friends that I’ve known since I was 12 years old are the most mixed group of people I 
know. It’s like the setup to a joke. You got the white guy, the black guy, the Latino guy, 
the Asian guy, and you have the Jew.” 

The music of the city influences him as well—especially hip-hop.“I even produced 
[hip-hop] for a while,” he says. “One of my biggest claims to fame was that I had a 
couple of songs that I produced in an HBO movie called Strapped. My brother David 
and I produced a lot of tracks for it. David’s my identical twin, and he’s the best looking 
guy I know!” 

Inspired by the music that came out of the city, we take a walk down memory lane 
with Collings to see what comes to his mind when we shout out five artists who feel 
Ohhh So Long Beach. 



5. DOMINO 

“Domino and I went to high school 
together in Long Beach. He might have 
been a grade under me, I’m not sure. 
Domino reminds me that we had talked 
about doing something together when I 
produced, but then, I opened up a mar¬ 
tial-arts studio and just stopped every¬ 
thing. I wonder where he is now. Really, 
where is he?” 

4. WARREN G 

“When I think of Warren G, I think of 
when I turned 21, and we started going 
out to clubs. You have to understand that 
one of these guys could never write a 
song without mentioning Long Beach. 
They always did, and as Long Beach 
natives, we fucking loved it! We’d literally 
look around the clubs like, ‘You’re listen¬ 
ing to our music now!’ That’s what comes 
to mind: hearing that in the club and lov¬ 
ing the fact that ‘Hey, we’re from here. 
This is our shit!”’ 

3. SLIGHTLY STOOPID 

“I like Slightly Stoopid, but the first 
time I heard them, I thought they were 
Sublime. I was like, ‘Oh, wow, I thought 
Brad [Nowell] was dead!’ Then it started 
getting old. It came to a point that I was 


like, ‘If I hear one more white-boy reg¬ 
gae band, I’m going to lose my mind. And 
if I see one more white boy with dread¬ 
locks, I am going to strangle him with 
them.’” [Laughs.] 

2. SUBLIME 

“Yeah, the whole Sublime thing. You have 
to love them. After they came out, there 
were a bunch of groups that came out and 
sounded just like them. The kids are now 
listening to Sublime, and I’m like, ‘That 
band was the one you’d hire for $20 to 
play at your house party!’ Sublime was 
just a regular house-party band when I 
was in high school.” 

1. SNOOP DOGG 

“When Snoop Dogg got picked up by Dr. 
Dre, we all thought, ‘Hell, yeah! Long 
Beach is on the hip-hop map!’ I went 
to high school with Snoop; we’re the 
exact same age. His mom still goes to the 
church next door to my friend’s house. 
He’s a real hometown guy. He made it, 
and he still made sure to keep ties from 
where he was from. Of course, he couldn’t 
still live here because people would be 
knocking his door down. When you get 
that certain celebrity status, you just have 
to move, you know?”

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Sacred Shredding 

Om’s devotional metal searches for higher ground

T he first time he heard Black Sab¬ 
bath through a pair of speakers, Al 
Cisneros was in a record store with 
his father in 1979. He admits to having 
one simple reaction, one that mimicked 
the desired effect the band had on teen¬ 
age boys all over the world: “Oh, my God. 
This is actually scary. Fucking hell.” 

The ominous three-note riff creeping 
from Tommi lomi’s guitar on “Black Sab¬ 
bath,” the opening track of the band’s 1970 
eponymous debut is still burned on his 
brain. In recounting the event, Cisneros 
frequently laughs nervously—a chuckle 
that indicates that he’s still impressed and 
intimidated by his beloved band. 

“When we started Sleep,” the otherwise 
stoic bassist and vocalist says, referencing 
his essential doom-metal outfit from the 
’90s, “I just couldn’t understand the entire 
status quo of music at all. It’s actually 
very similar today. I’ve always considered 
those first four [Sabbath] albums to be 
essentially like a university. When you 
know that they’re right, you listen, so I 
absorbed it as much as I could.” 

With his current work in the San 
Francisco-based Om, Cisneros’ long-fuse¬ 
burning, rh 5 ^hm-focused drone/psych/ 
experimental metal takes a hearty gulp 
from the cup of Sabbath’s influence. But 
unlike their metal heroes, Cisneros and his 
partners generate music that earnestly pays 
tribute to several religions. Faith-fixated 
tunes delivered through rougher forms of 
rock are nothing new—see Christian punk 
bands Calibretto 13 and the Crucified, the 
Hare Krishna-worshiping hardcore unit 
108, and Christian metal groups Underoath 
and King’s X—but this band take a differ¬ 


ent tack. From a distance, Om promote 
religious concepts into their songs from the 
perspective of scholars rather than believ¬ 
ers, similar to how death-metallers Nile 
inspect ancient Egyptian lore and culture. 
The truth is foggier than that, but that sense 
of disassociation has allowed Cisneros’ rep¬ 
utation to retain a coat of credibility within 
the secular metal community that openly 
devotional bands aren’t likely to receive. 

Soon after Sleep’s demise in 1998, 
Cisneros established Om with drummer 
Chris Hakius, whom he first met in eighth 
grade. “[Om] was initially just designed 
as a way of me being able to get songs out 
of my heart,” he says. “The common way 
of [doing] that is you see a singer/song¬ 
writer on an acoustic guitar and a micro¬ 
phone, but it doesn’t matter. It could be 
an electric bass and a lot of amplifiers. 

The important thing is the song.” 

Grails’ Emil Amos replaced Hakius in 
2008, debuting with 2009’s God Is Good, 
and multi-instrumentalist Robert Aiki 
Aubrey Lowe is now officially a member of 
the group, too. While bass and drums have 
been and will likely always be Om’s foun¬ 
dation, violin, sitar, tambura, flute, tabla 
and other instruments have grown to flesh 
out their soothing, hypnotic material. 

Nowhere is Om’s fascination with theo¬ 
logical concepts clearer than in the song 
titles found on last July’s Advuztzc Songs, 
their fifth record. “State of Non-Return” 
stems from finding enlightenment in 
Buddhism, “Gethsemane” references the 
garden on the outskirts of Jerusalem and 
“Haqq al-Yaqin” translates from Arabic 
as “the reality of certainty,” a key tenet 
in Islamic philosophy. Even the album’s 


name is a reference to a branch of Hindu 
thought called the Advaita Vedanta. “I 
consider [Om’s work] devotional music 
in a sense that it’s not separate from life 
in one constant devotional movement,” 
Cisneros says. Though the roots of his 
reputation are in doom metal, he has been 
adamant about Om’s lack of link to that 
idea. “For us, these songs are about attain¬ 
ing freedom,” he said in a 2008 interview 
with the San Francisco Chronicle. “It has 
nothing to do with doom.” 

If, as an entity, Om’s religious allegiances 
had to be classified, the group sound pan¬ 
theistic more than anything. In a 2008 con¬ 
versation with U.K. music site ninehertz, 
Cisneros said that he never feels as though 
he writes a riff, but is rather “[calling] it 
into the open.” In revisiting that quote now, 
he compares it to “sonic archeology.” 

“The song, the beauty, whatever it is 
you’re trying to render—it’s of the uni¬ 
verse. It’s not yours, it’s of God, and so the 
only thing you do is your job. And then 
you stop and it’s reflected. All knowledge 
is there in the universe already. It’s not 
created. I feel the same with art,” he says. 
“We’re discussing points from conversa¬ 
tions from 2007, 2008, but it’s important, 
too, that it’s a journey, and the knowledge 
and perspective [evolve], and revisions 
are made in viewpoints, and understand¬ 
ing is deepened, hopefully. This is what 
matters to me in my life.”

Testy, Testy, 1,2,3... 

Things that annoy the shit out of your local sound guy

I magine for a moment your job’s sole requirement is to make live bands sound 
great every night. Pretty awesome, right? Late hours, live music and an endless 
supply of nightlife encapsulate a typical day at the office. Then, after actually 
doing it for a few minutes, you start to realize something: Being a sound guy, even a 
good one, is typically the most thankless job in the entertainment industry. Just ask 
Doug Siebum, a local aural engineer at Harvelle’s in downtown Long Beach. Aside 
from overly demanding artists, technical snafus and loud-mouthed partiers, turns 
out there’s a litany of things that can really irk a sound man, whether he’s on or off 
the clock. With that in mind, Siebum shares a list of the top 15 things that will defi¬ 
nitely annoy the shit out of your local sound guy. 


MIC CHECKYOURSELF

15. “When a drunk person 
I don’t know wants to stand 
next to me and talk to me the 
whole time I’m working. It’s a 
lot harder for me to hear and 
concentrate on what’s going on 
in the room and onstage when 
someone is constantly jabber¬ 
ing into one of my ears.” 

14. “When people ask me for 
a table or try to place a drink 
order with me. You’re talking to 
the wrong guy.” 

13. "When people expect me 
to be as excited to be there as 
they are. This might be their 
every-once-in-a-while night on 
the town, but I do this three to 
seven nights a week. Forgive 
me if I look bored.” 

12. “When people expect me to 
want to go to a club on my night 
off. Can we just go someplace 
quiet and peaceful instead?” 

11. “When random people 
want to tell me how they think 
it should sound. They don’t 
know the sound of the room, 
what the band wants, what the 
club management or owners 
want, or about potential noise 
complaints from neighbors. 

And really, I do this for a liv¬ 
ing. If you’re not the sound guy 
traveling with the band, keep your ama¬ 
teur opinion to yourself.” 

10. “When people touch my mixing board 
or audio gear. You can blow up a speaker 
or amp or potentially damage someone’s 
hearing. This is expensive equipment, so 
if you don’t own it, don’t touch it—and 
keep your drinks away from it.” 

9. "When bands ask me to turn the moni¬ 
tor up. Each monitor is a separate mix. 
Tell me what instrument or vocal you 
want to hear in the monitor, and I will 
turn that up for you.” 

8 . “When bands tell me they want to hear 
everything in the monitor. If I put every¬ 
thing in the monitor, it’s just going to 
sound like mud because it’s a mono mix 
and everything is on top of one another. 
How about you tell me the two or three 
things that are most important for you to 
hear, and we’ll start there.” 

7. "When bands don’t bring what they 
need to play the show. If you need 
adapters, cables and batteries to make 


your equipment work, bring them and 
bring backups. The show can’t end 
because you broke a guitar string. If you 
need a special adapter, don’t expect me 
to have it. Although you might get lucky 
and I do.” 

6 . "When bands ask the crowd how it’s 
sounding out there. That’s insulting. I do 
this for a living.” 

5. “When people call or text me before 10 
a.m. I just went to sleep a few hours ago.” 
4. “When a band know their set time is 
up, so they try to get the crowd involved 
by asking them if they want to hear one 
more. I will cut off your mic and bring the 
house music up.” 

3. “When you give the band one more 
song, and they try to play two more.” 

2. "When people blame the band’s lack 
of talent or poor equipment on the sound 
guy. It’s amplified sound. If it sounds like 
crap, it will be amplified crap.” 

1. “When people call me a D J.”

Castillo says about the band's earliest work, 
which evenly straddled the line between 
hardcore punk and doom metal. 

"Playing fast got boring, and we didn't 
want to be a one-trick pony," Castillo adds. 
So the band changed their approach for 
the 2013 release of l/l/e Set Fire to the Sky. 
They've inserted sections of sludgy, half- 
tempo bass-and-guitar breaks, all juiced-up 
and fuzzed-out, with massive low end that 
rattles the solar plexus and creates a gen¬ 
eral ambiance of anxiety and dread. That's 
how you know it's good. 

"It's emotionally abrasive music," says 
Castillo. "The theme of the record is isola¬ 
tion—feeling isolated as a human, feeling 
isolated as a species, and embracing that 
feeling. This feeling has always been a 
struggle I've had within myself, and it felt 
good to purge it into this piece." 

Tapping sonic influence from doom 
bands such as Neurosis and Cult of Luna, 
Children of God haved placed themselves 
comfortably in the doom realm. But that's 
not really something Castillo pays attention 
to when crafting his tunes; he doesn't mind 
that the group have been tabbed "metal¬ 
lic hardcore" or "blackened hardcore" 
by metal bloggers. "We draw inspiration 
from everything," he says. "Sound-wise, 
throughout our catalog, you can hear 
potential for the next material just under 
what we're playing in those songs." 

The band have even begun to incorpo¬ 
rate acoustic instrumentation, adding a 
bizarre, exotic dynamic to an amped-up 
style of music, a nod to their heroes Neu¬ 
rosis—who are highly regarded in metal 
circles for their remarkably dynamic and 
progressive compositional approach. 

"Since this band's inception, we have 
always tried to evolve and progress our 
sound," Castillo says. "This release is the 
next chapter."

A drian Castillo, songwriter/guitarist- 
vocalist of South County hardcore 
outfit Children of God, will have you know 
his band are absolutely not Christian rock. 
"There are no religious undertones in our 
music," Castillo insists. "None of us identi¬ 
fies with any religious doctrine." 

The name for the band actually spawned 
from Castillo's interest in cults—in this 
case, the Children of God, a Jesus-freak 
commune that was founded in Huntington 
Beach in the late 1960s and rose to notori¬ 
ety for alleged evangelical religious pros¬ 
titution, a practice called "flirty fishing." 

On the band's first demo EP, you'll hear the 
sampled confessions of Ricky Rodriguez, 
son of cult founder Moses David.

"It's something along the lines of 'Some 
people may not agree with what I'm about 
to say... but I'm going to say it anyway,"' 
Castillo says, describing the sample. "Then 
the opening seconds give way to loud 
feedback before finally exploding into a 
furious drop-tuned tantrum, with tempos 
pushing upward of 170 bpm—some real 
intense shit." 

Castillo formed the band four years ago 
before he was of legal drinking age, recruit¬ 
ing musicians from the South County hard¬ 
core punk scene: his childhood friend and 
guitarist Shaun Aguilar, also in La Unas, and 
half-man, half-beast drummer Sina Salessi, 
also in Adult Books. (The newest member, 
bassist Traz Mooso, from Agowilt, joined 
this month, replacing original bassist Kevin 
Kline.) "We started off playing really fast,"

I'm a 27-year-old man in a two-year relation¬ 
ship with a 26-year-old woman. My last partner 
cheated and lied and did some unforgivable 
things. I wasn't blameless—I stayed with her 
long after I realized it wasn't working—but our 
relationship did unearth a kink. After I found 
out about her cheating, I got extremely turned 
on thinking about it. I never told her. 

Enter my next girlfriend. We were together a 
few months before I brought up my kink. She 
was very accommodating (dirty talk about her 
cheating, making up stories about cheating), 
and then, after some months, she admitted it 
was something she wanted to try in real life. 

I said I was okay with it as long as I had the 
option to pursue other partners as well. We 
agreed on some rules and gave it a shot. She 
set up a date through OKCupid and had sex 
with someone; I hooked up with an ex. Every¬ 
thing seemed to be turning out great. Then two 
weeks later, she got drunk and told me she had 
seen the OKCupid guy again without asking. I 
was so upset I nearly broke up with her. Having 
the guidelines ignored felt like a betrayal. She 
later admitted to seeing him one other time 
without talking to me first. 

Are we going through the normal trip-ups 
of a newly open relationship? Or are these lies 
an indication she can't be trusted? I feel like it 
might be hard to find someone else who is into 
my kink and maybe we're just having a hard 
time navigating polyamory. I love my partner, 
and I want to make this cuckolding thing work 
if we can. Suck it up, or break it off? 

Confused Upon Cheating Kink 

Your letter confused me. Here’s why: You 
describe your relationship as open, then as 
poly, then as a “cuckolding thing.” 

First things first: Polyamorous relation¬ 
ships and open relationships are two different 
things. Some poly relationships are open, 
but many poly relationships are closed—that 
is, three people (or more) are involved with 
one another exclusively, i.e., no randoms, no 
romancing potential fourths, fifths or sixths. 
The reverse is also true: Not all open relation¬ 
ships are poly. Two people in an open rela¬ 
tionship may allow fucking around with other 
people with the understanding there will be 
no dating or—God forbid—falling in love with 
anyone else. 

And then there’s cuckolding. The whole 
“cuckolding thing” is about the female half of 
a heterosexual couple breaking the rules, then 
rubbing her partner’s nose in the evidence of 
her cheating. (Some cuckolds get off on liter¬ 
ally having their noses rubbed in the evidence.) 
Cuckolding is eroticized betrayal, and you 
spent months fantasizing with your girlfriend 
about being betrayed. All that dirty talk, all 
those made-up stories—remember? But when 
it came time to turn your fantasies into real¬ 
ity, you laid out the rules for what sounds like 
a fairly standard open-not-poly relationship: 
She could fuck other people, and so could you. 
Once again. I’m confused: The cuckold in a 
“cuckolding thing” typically doesn’t get to fuck 
around. He gets hicked around on. 

If your discussions with your girlfriend 
were as confusing as your letter, it’s possible 
she was likewise confused. It’s possible she 
thought the rules applied to you and not to 
her. It’s possible she figured she was free to 
break the rules because betrayal turned you 
on. Now she knows that betrayal turns you on 
as a fantasy, not a reality. 

I’m giving your girlfriend the benefit of 
the doubt here, but seeing as you love her 
and want to make this work, and seeing 
as girlfriends who are open to cuckolding 
are hard to come by, on and in, I think you 
should give her the benefit of the doubt, too. 


Time will tell if she’s an honest “cheater” 
who can be trusted or a lying cheater who 
must be dumped. 

I'm a guy who can't orgasm during oral sex. I 
can during vaginal. It's frustrating, as I can see 
it bothers my girlfriend. But while I get close, I 
don't quite reach the apex of that hill. I suspect 
it's a control issue. During vaginal, I have some 
level of control—during oral, I don't. Help. 

Aimost There 

Maybe it’s not a control issue. Maybe oral 
doesn’t do it for you—it can’t get you up and 
over them thar hills—because ... oral doesn’t 
do it for you.
